In response to the Office Action mailed February 1 1, 2008 in the above-identified application, the 
Applicants respectfully submit the following remarks. 

Claims 1-61 are pending in the application. In response to the restriction requirement set forth in 
the above-identified Office Action, the Applicants hereby elect Group H The Applicants believe that 
claims 20-28 are readable on the elected invention. Further, with respect to the Groups set forth in the 
Office Action, the Applicants believe that the Examiner incorrectly identified the claim groups in this 
application. Applicant believes the correct claim groups are as follows: Group I — claims 1-19; Group 
II— claims 20-38; and Group III— claims 39-61. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that these groups are consistent with the groups identified in 
the International Search Report. Further, claims 15-19 relate to an apparatus with two flow paths, 
preferential fluid flow within a first flow path, and determining conductivity based on measurements 
made on fluid within the first flow path. Accordingly, the subject matter of these claims is therefore 
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closely related to that of claim 1, rather than that of claim 20.
